bonus of a minimum of one-half month's wages. The average daily wage of 
the Shanghai worker was the equivalent of US $1.00, stabilized by its being 
in terms of rice. Workers are provided passes which allow them to use public 


transpora tion at half price. 


The worker is required to purchase a share in. government bonds equal to a 
day's wages. Most of the New Yearts bonus is expected by the workers to be 
paid in government bonds. The self employed are expected to contribute much 
more, for instance shoe~-shine boys have been organized and must purchase three 


to five times as much as the factory worker.
